The Noted Socialist Falled to Realize 
His Ambitlor in England: a 


Joseph Fels, the well-known Social 
ist, intends abandoning his experimen- 
tal small holdings at Mayland, near 
Althorne, Essex, England. 

Altogether the experiment, includ- 
Ing the cost of the land. involved an 
expénditure of nearly $250,000. “Tho 
estate of 700 acres was purchased by 
Mr. Fels and divided into 5 and 6 acre 
lots. On each of these a brick built 
house, with 5 rooms, bath, and offices, 
was erected, together with complete 
farm buildings.

Tory In Hanley, Eng. 

London, July 15.—(C.A.P. Cable.)— 

The result of the Hanley byelection, 
caused by the death of Enoch E 
wards, Laborite, resulted in the cle 
tion of R. Louthwaite, Liberal, who 
secured 6.647 votes, while the Unionist 
candidate had 5,993 and Finney, Lab- 
orite, 1,694. 
At tho general cloction in Decem- 
ber, 1910, there was a straight contest 
between the late Enoch Edwards, a 
Labor candidate, and the Unionist 
representative. Mr. Edwards was re- 
turned by a majority of 3,695. 

After his recent «death, the Liberals 

in the ‘constituency insisted on run- 
ning their own candidate, R. Louth. 
waite, and a triangular contest ensued 
with the result as above. The Liber- 
als thus had ‘a majority of 654 over 
the Conservative and 4,950 over tho 
Laborite. 
Curiously enough the combined Lib- 
eral and Labor vote is. only two short 
of the Labor poll in 1910, while tho 
Conservative vote ‘has increased by 
1.335. The net result is a drop in the 
Liberal-Labor majority of 1,337, (as

If it is im- 
possible to can it immediately, it 
should be kept in a cool place away 
from the files. ; 

Always leave the Ilds and cans in 
hot water till ready to use. Take 
‘one can at.a time from the hot. water, 
and fill at once. Everything. what- 
evér used {fn the canning process 
sbould be thorouoghly scalded—cupé, 
spoons, forks, knives, funnels and ba- 
sins. The Inside of the cover should 
never be touched, either .with the 
hands or a cloth after it is taken from 
the boiling water. Never wipe the top 
of the jar with a cloth after the frult 
fs in. The cans should always be 
{Mlled full to overflowing before they 
are sealed.—From Woman's World.

ty, or to some crippléd boy or man 
who is a living example of the dan- 
ger attendant upon going on railway 
property not provided for public use 
by the company. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
siion reports 50,708 trespassers’ dives 
sacrificed - and 54,183 trespassers 
maimed and mangled from June 30, 
1901, to Jurie 30, 1911, The total nun 
ber of railway passeengers. killed 
during the ten years was 4,40, less 
than the number of trespassers kill- 
ed during any one year of that 
period: The number of railway em- 
ployees killed was less than two- 
thirds of the number of trespassers 
killed. ‘ 

Fourteen trespassers killed and 
fourteen ‘injured evary twenty-four 
hours has been the average casualty 
roll on railway. right of way an’ 
trolling stock in the United States 
during the Jast ten years. 

Thousands of dollars have Jeon 
spent by the railways in erecting 
and maintaining signs along their 
property warning trespassers to ker 
off, which relieved the companies in 
fome instances from damage tuils 
but has not lessened the toss of life. 
Very few of the states, writes A. / 
Coult in Harper's Weekly, have ad 
equate laws for the punishment cf 
trespassers, and the railway’ officials 
have had great difficulty in prosecut- 
ing the offenders successfully in 1h 
courts, 

Of the trespassers killed and ‘ 
jured during the last decade 13,00¢ 
were under the age of 14 years an? 
20,000 between the ages of 14 and 21 
years.

AEROPLANE: QUIGK-FIRERS 


British Guns Successfully Tested—No 
Recoil in Shots from ‘Aeroplanes. 
LONDON, July 25.—Experiments with 
a quick-firing gun in an aeroplane made 
by the Royal Flying Corps at .Farnbor- 
ough today’ proved entirely succesful 
and are regarded! as another step in the 
advance cf the aeroplane and water. 
plana as a means of land and sea de 

fense. a 

The tat with the quick-firing gun 
was mide in a otiff breeze at a height 
of 400 feet. Some twenty rounda of am- 
munition were fired at imaginary ob 
jects on the plain directly beneath the 
aeroplane. The reco!l had little offect 
upon tha eleadiness of the machine. 

The biplano used was built in the 
army factory and waa specially «trength- 
ened in order to carry the weight of 
the gun and ammunition. The gunner 
sat in a Lox-ehaped seat in front of the 
pilot and had a clear view of the gun, 
which ®orked cn a pivct and could fire 
in all directions, 

An thin trial proved no satisfactory, 
several more biplanes ‘will be equipped 
with guns. Already provision haw been 
mado to carry bombs in most of the 
army biplanes, ay a result of Tecent’ ex- 
periments at Farnborough.

The greatest play I ever saw was

federation, I was invited to assist and 
to bring Mr. Archibald, tho leader of 
‘| the Opposition, to ‘my Goverment, 
vith me. .Mr, Cartier said that he 
must have two French members with 
him. Galt. was indispensible as the 
representative of the English in Qua 
bec, and D'Arcy McGee was the only 
representative of the Irish Catholics. 
Messrs. Howland and Macdougall re 
fused to join the administration unless 
Qatario.had a larger number of Min. 
isters than Quebec, as they would not 
otherwise carry Ontario. Sir John 
said that as Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick must hare two membera 
each, that made the Government too 
large. ‘ 

“A deadlock then occurred, and we
